PROHIBITION. 


Decision of the Iowa Supreme 
Court on the Amend- 


ment. 


Not One Crundd of Comfort for 
the Disgruntled Prohibi- 
tionists. 


After a Patient and Lengthy Exami- 


nation the Act Is Declared 
Invalid. 


The Case Fully Reviewed and Reasons 
Given fer the Results Ar- 
rived At. 


Judge Hayes, Whose Decision Is Affirmed, 
Congratulated — Satisfaction at 
the Result. 


Des Mornes, Ia., Jan. 18.—(|Special.}— 
The prohibitory amendment to the Coustitu- 
tion adopted by popular vote last Juue was 
declared invalid by the Supréme Court to- 
day, Judge Severs rendering the decision. 
The case is entitled Kehler and Lang vs. 
Hill, from Davenport. Plaintiffs sued Hill 
for the value of beer sold him. Hill admit- 
ted the debt, but pleaded that the constitu- 
tional amendment forbade the sale ef beer, 
wine, and ale, and claimed exemption from 
the debt. Plaintiffs amended their petition 
by deciaring that the amendment was not in 
force, the record of the House of the Eight- 
etnth Assembly failing to show it had 
passed, and that the House measure differed 
from the amendment as passed by the Senate 
in form and substance. Further, that the 
subsequent action in the Nineteenth did not 
and could not cure the carelesness of the 
Eighteenth Assembly. The causé was tried 
by Judge Hayes at Davenport, Who gave a 
verdict for plaintiffs for the amount claimed, 
and declared the amendment not in opera- 
tion. 


OPINION OF THE MAJORITY OF THE COURT. 

At a special election held on the 27th day of 
June, 1882, the electors of the State, by a ma- 
jority ot about 90,600, ratified an amendment to 
the Constitution, which it is claimed had beer 
previously agreed to by the Bighteenth and 
Nineteenth General Assemblies, prohibiting the 
manufacture and use of intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage, including ale, wine, and 
beer, as therein provided. The  ques- 
tion is fairly résented in the 
record in this case whether or not the amend- 
ment aforesaid bas been constitutionally agreed 
to and adopted, and this is the question discussed 
by counsel, and the only question which we are 
called on to determine. The validity of the 
amendment, and whether the same now consti- 
tutes a part of the Constitution, depends upon 
the question whether the Eichteenth General 
Assembly a to the amendment which was 
ratified and adopted by the electors, and whether 
the amendment was agrecd 
Eighteenth General Assembiy 
and mauner required by the Constitution. 
When the Constitution. was adopted it 
was wisely therein provided, or at least must be 
so presumed, chat auy amendment or amend- 
ments to this Constitution may be 2 in 
either House of the General Assembly, and if 
the same shail be agreed to by a majority of the 
members “lected to each of the two Houses 
such proposed amendment shall be entered on 
their journals, ‘with yeas and nays taken 
thereon, and be referred to the Legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election, and 
shall be publisned as provided by 
law for tnree montbs previous to 
the time of making such choicé: and 
if in the General Assembly as next chosen as 
aforesaid such proposed amendment or amend- 
ment? shall be agreed to by a majority of ali the 
members elected to each House. then it shall be 
the duty of the General Assembly tosubmit such 
proposed amendment to the people in such man- 
ner and at such time as the General Assembly 
shall provide; and if the people shall approve 
and ratify such amendment or amendments by 
a majority of the electors qualitied to vote for 
members of the General Assembly vott 
therevn, such amendment or amendments shall 
become a part of the Constituuon of this State.“ 

HISTORICAL. 5 

This is the only way the Constitution can be 
amended or changed, except by a convention 
called for that purpose. In compliance with the 
foregomg provision there was introduced into 
the House of Representatives in the Eighteenth 
General Assembly a joint resolution, the mate- 
rial portion of which, for the purposes of this 
case, is as follows: 

“ Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
State of lowa: That the following amendment to 


} the Constitution of the State of lowa, and the 


same is hereby proposed—viz.: To add as Sec. 26 
to Art. I of said Constitution the following: 

“Sec. No person shall hereafter manu- 
facture, sell, or keep with intent to sell, within 
this State, any alcoholic, distilled, brewed, fer- 
mented, or vinous liquors except for medical 
and mechanical purposes. : 

This resolution Was agreed to by the House, 
gent to the Senate, aud referred tothe appro- 
priate committee. [he committee reported it 
back with the recommendation that it do pass. 
Various amendments were olfered, and finally it 
was moved to adopt a substitute for the House 
resolution. The substitute was as follows: 

“No person shall manufacture for sale or 
keep for sale asa beverage. or to be used for 
such purpuse, any intoxicating liquors what- 
ever. 

The substitute was amended by adding after 
the word whatever“ the words “ including 
ale, wine, and beer.“ It was further amended 
by striking out the words “for such purposes.” 
Thereupon the substitute as amended was 
adopted. On motion, the rule was suspended. 
the juint resolution considered, engrossed, read 
a third time, agreed to by the Senate, as shown 
by the journal, and it wa: sent with the follow- 
ing message ftom the Senate to the House: 

Mn. SPEAKER: I am directed to inform your 
honorabie body that the Senate has passed the 
House joint resolution proposing to amend the 
Constitution so as to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors within this 
State, with amendments as noted in the resolu- 

on. A. T. MOCARGAN, Secretary.” 

The joint resolution which had been agreed to 
by the Senate was referred to the appropriate 
committee, and such committee afterward made 
the followm report to the House: 

“Mr. SPEAKER: Your Committee on Con- 
stitutional Amendmeots, 
ferred the substitute passed by the Senate 
for the joint resolution passed by the 
House, proposing to amend the Constitu- 
tion of the State of lowa, as follows: ‘Src. 

No person shall hereafter manufact- 
ure, seil, or keep with intent to sell, withia this 
State, any alcoholic, distilled, brewed, fer- 
mented, or vinous liquors, except for medical

Thereupon the House concurred in the Senate 
amendments. The House journal shows that 
the Committee on Eurolled Bills reported to the 
House that they had examined the joint resoiu- 
tion, and that the same was correctly enrolled. 
Thereupon such enrolied resolution was signed 
by the Speaker of the House and the President 
ot the Senate, and was approved by the Gov- 
The joint resoiution thus signed and 
approved was as follops: 

No person shall manufactare for sale, or 
sell, or keep for Sale, asa beverage, = intoxi- 
cating liquors whatever, incipding ale. wine, 
and beer.” i 

This proposed amendment to the. Constitution 
was agreed to by the Nineteenth General As- 
sembiy and ratitied py the electors at a special 
election beid on the 27th day of June, 1882.

As we have said, the appellant contends, that 
the enrolled joint resolution is a Loge 4 and 
that we cannot look into the journals for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether or not it was 
agreed to by the respective bodies composing 
the Kighteenth General Assembly, and that the 
great weight of authority is ia favor uf this po- 
sition. 

THE IOWA LAW. 

The citations made indicate, to say the least, 
that this-is a debatabie question. We pass it, 
and turn to our Constitution and statutes for the 
purpose of determining to what extent the 
adjudged cases are applicable in the State. The 
Constitution provides that each House shall 
keep a journal of its proceedmgs and publish 
the same. [Art. 8, Sec. 9.] It is believed a sim- 
Har provision in substance is contained 
in the Constitution of every State. 
Every bill which shall have passed 
the General Assembly before it becomes 
a law shall be presented to the Governor. If he 
does not approve it he shali return it to the 
House where it originated, which suall enter the 
same on thefr journal and proceed to consider 
it. [Art. 3, Sec. 16. 

No bill shall be passed unless by the assent 
of a majority of ali the members elected to each 
branch of the General Assembly, and that the 
question upon the final passage shail be taken 
immediately upon its last reading and the yeas 
— 8 * entered upon the journals.“ [Art. 3, 

C. 17. 

The tollowing provisions are substantially the 
same as the provisions of the Constitution of II- 
linofs, upon which the cases cited from that 
State were based. This being so, those cases are 
clearly applicable to the case at bar, and there - 
fore entitled at least to respectfal considera- 
tion. The statute provides: 

The Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of 
the Hodse of Representatives shall tranecribe 
the journals of their respective Houses in books 
furnished for that pu by the Secretary of 
State, and, after having certified to the correct- 
ness of the same, shall deliver them to the Sec-« 
retary of State for preserviuon in his office.” 
[Miller Code, p. 27, Sec. 4.) 

It is further provided by statute: 

“The proceedings of the Legisiature of this or 
any other State of the Union, or the United 
States, or of any foreign Government, 
are proved by the journals of these bodies re- 
spectively, or of either branch thereof, and 
either by copies Officially certified by the Cierk 
of the House in which the proceedings was had, 
or by a copy pu rting to have been printed by 
their order.” [Code. Sec. 3,717.} 

Without doubt the journals, under the fore- 
going statutes, are competent evidence to es- 
tablish the proceedings of either or both Houses 
of the General Assembly. 

FUNCTION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


The important, if not the only legitimate, 
business of the General Assemb is 
legisiative—that is, the enactment of laws 
or statutes. The proceedings of the General 
Assembly, therefore, ineiude the manner and 
form io which the laws are enacted. The jour- 
nals, therefore, are competent evidence of such 
facts. If it becomes necessary, the design of 
the Statutes evidently is that the journals may 
be introduced and become competent evidence 
in the courts. ‘Tne*provision is, the proceedings 
are proved by the journals. For this purpose 
the journals are competent evidence in ail 
courts and piaces and for ali purposes, for there 
is no exception. We thérefore have not only 
the right, but it is our duty, to regard the jour- 
nals as competent evidence Of the p 

of the General Assembly. To what extent they 
can be regarded as evidence, or what can be es-

We deem it suffictent to say that if there is 
any provision of the Constitution which 
shoul be disregarded as mandatory it 
is where the Constitution provides .for its 
own amendment otherwise than by means of a 
convention called for that purpose. soe pote 
of a convention are of course limited. The 
mem thereof are the representatives of the 
people, called togethér for that purpose. The 
object of the provision cannot be doubted or 
misunderstood. It is to preserve in the manner 
indicated the identical amendment proposed, 
and in an authentic farm, which, under the

Vhis distinction, 
to our mind is significant, and enhances the 
importance of the constitucional injunction that 
the proposed amendment shall be entered on 
~~ — of both Houses of the General As- 
sem biy which first agrees thereto. 

PRESERVATION OF PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 

It is immaterial, bowever, whether the Con- 
stitution provides tie best method for the 
prest¢rva and authbenticy of proposed 
amendments or not, for the constitution- 
al mode must prevail, even if it be conceded 
some other would have been better. 

It may be suggested that to enter or entering 
on the journal does not necessarily mean spread- 
ing the same at length thereon. This will be 
conceded, but thut it may so mean must, we 
think, be conceded. [See Webster's Dictionary.) 
Various instances where the words to enter or 
entered occur in the statutes or the Con- 
stitution may oo doubt be cited where they do 
not mean spread at length. But this is of much 
insignificance, for the. object to be at- 
tained must be considered in determin- 
ing the meaning of the word entered 
as used in the Constitudon. The evident 
intent of the Constitution is that the proposed 
amendment shall be entered at length on the 
journal, or at least be so entered as to leave no 
reasonable doubt as to its provisions. This must 
be su, or the entering of the yees and nays can 
be as readily dispensed with as entering the 
resolution, and yet this is the constituuwonal 
mode ot ascertaining whether a majority of 
members elected to each House agreed to the 
amendment. [Covoley’s Constitutional Limita- 
tions, 2 ed., 141.) : 

‘When the object intended to be accomplished 
is considered, we think there is no doubt that it 
is the design and intent of the Constitution that 
u proposed amendwent there sbould be so en- 
tered un the journals that it cam be known by 
an examination of the journals precisely what 
itis that has been agreed to by each House of 
the General Assembly which first acts thereon, 
to the end that the succeeding General Assem- 
bly may certainly know what its predecessor 
did. It seems to us that a simple entering on 
the journal of the title or object of a pro 
amendment does not accomplish the intent of 
the Constitution, and the tho t that this 
must be so is much strengthened when regard 
is hud to all the provisions of the Constitution 
That instrument provides that upon the final 
passage of a bill the yeas.and nays must be 
taken and the same entered upon the journal. 
This necessitates the entering on the journal of 
the title page or substance of the bill to be voted 
on. Inis being so, if no more than this s in- 
tended in relation to a constitutional amend- 
ment. the provision as to entering on the journal 
is unnecessary and meaning re is no 
provision requiring a bili to be entered 
on the journal, but tne Constitution docs 
not require that a proposed amendmeat thereto 
“shail be entered” on the journals “with the 
yeas and nays.” This must mean that the 
amendment shall be spread at length thereon, 
and thé yeas and nays set out in the journal in 
full or at lengtb. o distinction between the 
two can possibly be drawn. Amendments were 

roposed to the Constitution in the Eleventh 
— Assembly, some ot which were agreed 
to, but all were spread at length on the jour- 
nals. The amendment afterwards ratified by the 
electors striking out the word “ white 
where it occurred in the Constitution was 
among the amendments proposed at that ses- 
sion. These amendments were spread at length 
upon the journals of both Houses. Here we 
bave a lexislative construction of the Coustitu- 
tion which should not and cannot be igaored. 

It will be observed that the Constitution does 
not provide in what manner the amendment 
shall be pro Whethér it shall be done by 
a bill or Joint resolution seems to have been left 
to the discreuon of the General Assembly to de- 
termine; but, in whatever way proposed, when 
agreed to it is provided it shall be entered On 
the journal. .

ANOTHER SET-BACK TO THE, WHISKY BILL. 
- Wasuiveton, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special.]— 
The friends of the Bonded Spirits Extension 
bill suffered a reverse in the House teday, 
although the vote which prevented the tak- 
ing up of the measure was not in all re 
spects @fair test of its strength.

MEXICO. 
ADDITIONAL COMPLICATIONS. 

Wasurncron, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Speeial. 
Gen. Grant is to encounter a new complica- 
tion in the matter of the Mexican treaty. 
Several years ago the United States appoint- 
ed, in conjunction with Mexico, 4 Claims 
Commission to investigate the losses said to 
have been sustained by American citizens 
from depredations of Mexicans across the 
Rio Grande border. Long before that time 
there had been extensive raids upon stock 
by organized bands of guerrillas, and cattle 
had been driven in herds across the 
border. The commission spent several 
months in making the investigation, and 
reported that the losses to American 
citizens from these predatory § incur- 
sions amounted to about $11,000,000, 
and that the “constructive damages“ 
amounted to several millions more. That 
was soon after the Geneva Court had adopted 
the prineiple of constructive damages, and 
the Mexican Commissign, it has mere said, 
was instructed by Secretary Fish to aiso 
make a claim of construétive damages in 
this matter, A voluminous report was made, 
and the commission undertook to specify in 
detail the losses which our citizens had su - 
tained from these sourtes. The Mexican 
Government, in its turn, endeavored to make 
outa similar bill againt the United States, 
and had great success in this. under- 
taking. Several attempts have been made to 
have something done about the matter, but 
nothing ever has been done, andeven the re- 
ports relating to this extended investigation 
are difficult to find. Now, however, that 
there is talk of another treaty with Mexico, 
an attempt is to be made to have a clause in- 
serted in the proposed treaty to provide in 
some way for the payment or the adjudica- 
tion of these claims. The details of the plan 
are not. known, but one of the United United 
States Commissioners who acted as a member 
of this commission (Col. Robb, of Chicago) is 
here empowered to act for the claimants, 
and he is to be given a hearing by the Foreign 
Affairs Committee. Col. Robb, since he was 
engaged as a member of this Mexican Border 
Commigsion, has spent much time in Mexico, 
and it is supposed comes here as a represent- 
ative of those who are largely interested in 
these claims. The other members of the 
Mexican Claims Commission were Thomas 
O. Osborne, of Chicago; Minister Resident to 
Buenos Ayres, who now also happens to be 
in this city on leave, and Prof. Atherton, of 
New Jersey. 

SOME OF THE THINGS AGREED UPON.

THE APPROPRIATION AGREED TO IN THE 
SENATE, 


Wasuingrox, D. C., Jan, 18.—[Special. |— 
The amendment appropriating $185,000 for 
the fast railway-mail service was agreed to 


‘in the Senate today after a strong oppo- 


sition. The objection to the present system 
of fast-mail service was principally due to 
the jealousy of newspapers within a certain 
radius of New York City whose circulation 
has been seriously affected by the sale of the 
New York dailies, now placed on the 
streets at an early hour by means of 
the fast traigs, which are run brin- 
eipally for the benefit of the mails. Fiz 
ures were furnished by the Post-Office De- 
partment to prove that newspapers formed a 
small proportion of the mail matter carried. 
The amendment to the Post-Office Appro- 
priation bill; passed today, merely provides 
for the continuance of the trains which have 
been running, and does not permit their ex- 
tension or addition in other directions. There 
are but three of these. One leaves New 
York for Albany at 4:35. a. m. con- 
a. mi., saving twelve hours in time, at a 
cost of $25,000, Twenty-one tons of mail 
matter are usually earried on this 
train in a single trip, ‘The second 
runs from New York to Boston by 
may of New Haven, and guts down the regu- 
lar schedule considerably. This service is 
very heavy, and costs 
The third is from Philadelphia to Charleston 
Junction, 8. C., connecting in the North with 
the fast train from New York, and in the 
South with a fast train to Jacksonville, Fla. 
Mailand passengers leaving New York at 
4: in the morning arrive in Jacksonville, 
Fla., at 4:50 the next morning, saving twelve 
hours’ time. This train costs the Govern- 
ment $142,000. The importance of such fa- 
cilities to the public requtres no argument. . 


HOMESTEAD CLAIMS. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION, HIGHLY INIMICAL 
TO RAILBRCAD INTERESTS. 


WaAsnHineron, D. C., Jan. 138.—[Special.]— 
The Secretary of the Interior today decided 
a case of great importance to settlers on the 
frontier, and also to all land-grant railroads, 
particularly to the Northern Pacific. The 
decision relates to all lands within the limits 
of railroad grants where settlements have 


deen made after the withdrawal of the lands 


from the market and before the roads have 
finally located their lines. Secretary Teller 
nas decided, in the case of Phillips vs. The 
Northern Pacific, that such withdrawals 
in the interests of the road are in- 
operative against aud that settlers are 
protected by the stutute of July 2, 
1864, up to the time that the line of road is 
fixed. This decision of Secretary Teller is 
contrary to all previous rulings of the In- 
terior Department upon this and cognate 
questions. It has been the custom dur 
the era of land grants to withdraw lands 
for the benefit of the railroads long before 
the roads have finally settled their line, and 
the rights of settlement under the various 
homestead, preémption, and other acts were 
excluded from the lands so withdrawn. The 
decision of Secretary Teller today reverses 
this and holds that the settlements made by 
settlers an these withdrawn lands are good 
prior to the definit location of the road. A 
vast amount of land was withdrawn in this 
manner before settlement claims had been 
made upon it, which, under Secretary Tel- 
ler’s decision, will be void. This decision 
will affeet the Northern Pacific, Atlantic Pa- 
cific, and New Orleans & Pacific particular- 
ly. It was said tonight by an officer of the 
Interior Department that many millions of 
acres of land will be affected by the decis- 
jon, and that the railroads will be se much 
the rer forit. This official thought that 
the hostile attitude of Congress to the land- 
grant roads has helped Secretary Teller to 
make this decision.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special. |— 
The withdrawal by the President of the 
name of Olmstead for District Commissioner, 
after a hot fight by the principal newspapers 
against the nomination, has brought for- 
ward a considerable number of citizens. 
prominent and otherwise, who are willing to 
run the gauntiet of public criticism and see 
themselves as others see them. Many per- 
sons have called at the White House in the 
interest of various candidates, and urged 
upon the President the fitness of their 
chosen fried fur the place. After his 
experience with Olmstead, who was accord- 
ing to indorsement and frecommendation en- 
tirely fitted to fill a Cabinet position at 
least, he has heard these advisers with a con- 
siderable degree of coolness and skepticisin, 
and has been careful to avold any expression 
which might be construed as favoring the 
claims of the gentlemen named. It is re- 
ported that he has taken other means to in- 
form himself of the character ot the appli- 
cants, and has finally narrowed his choice to 
two of the candidates. One of these is A. 
M. Clapp, an excellent citizen of the 
District, who has bad considerable 
experience in public affairs, and is 
identified with the Republican par- 
ty. He was formerly a newspa- 
per publisher in Buffalo, N. . 
and heid the position of Public Printer under 
Gen. Grant’s Administration. For some years 
he was editor of the National Republican, 
and made an excellent reputation as a jour- 
nalist. Mr. Galt is the principal of the larg- 
est jewelry firm in the es and a gentleman 
of considerable means. e is a Democrat, 
and during the War was understood to be in 
sympathy with the South. His integrity as 
a business-man has never been questioned. 
The nomination is likely to be made very 
soon.

[St. Louis Repubtican, Jan. 18,}—“ Inter- 
viewing,” as the term is known in the news- 
paper profession, has some advantages, and, 
as frequently practiced, has features that are 
abominable. In che case of a politician it 
admits of a freedom of expression not found 
in a speech or a letter. In the narrative of 
an event, when faithfully given, it brings 
the reader face to fece with the narrator, 
and adds a personal zest to the story. In 
such cases it is to be assumed that 
the person “interviewed” knows that 
what he is to say is for publication, 
and is not unwilling to trust his com- 
munication to the fidelity of the reporter. Yet 
even in cases of this kind, itis by no means 
rare that the scribe utterly fails to catch not 
only the words but the meaning of the indi- 
vidual catechized, or willfully perverts both 
words and meaning.

From the columns of one of our contem- 
poraries we have an illustration of the lengths 
to which the process of interviewing can 
carried. A well-known English actress was 
pursued behind the scenes. at the theatre 
where she Was playing. The reporter says: 

She referred again to American newspapets 
and their misdirected enterprise. as she called 
it. The treatment that is accurded public and 
private characters in the journals of this coun- 
try would not be tolerated in England; the pa- 
pers would not be received into respectabie 
bomes. The interviewer, whose interviewing 
was wholly imaginative, was severely scored. 

“One of the papers here,“ she said, “ yub- 
lished a whole column of things they credited 
me with saying, when I can assure you I never 
saw the reporter in the world. If reporters can 
write up such excellent juterviews without see- 
ing me, then what is the use in receiving them 
at all? ican’t see any good ina man's wasting 
bis time caliing at my hotel when he can just as 
well sit down in his office and write a column 
about me without once setting his eyes upon 
me, can you? Then they make me say such 
Outrageous things. They treat me shamefully. 
1 don’t think it right.” 

And im the same paper, in another place, 
there is an account (bogus, perhaps) of how 
a gentleman friend of the actress was 
“shadowed’’; how he arose at noon and sent 
a servant with a message to the actress “ and 
shortly afterwards repaired there himself, 
where he and —— [the lady] breakfasted on 
milk toast, muffins, and pig’s feet, as reported 
by the hotel walter.“ At 7 o’eclock p. m. the 
reporter repaired to the gentleman’s room, 
where, as it turned out, there was nobody 
but a mechanic, who was fixing a lock. This,

hats, slippers, combs and brushes, and various 
toilet articles about the premises, which 
done, he, according to the account, walked 
over the hall to Mrs. — s apartments, 
made his way inside, asked a number of im- 
pertinent, impudent, and insulting questions 
of the gentleman he wasin search of, and 
was treated with the indignation that such 
amazing cunduct called for.

A Fine Performance of a Familiar 
Work. 

The opera selected for last night’s perform- 
ance by the Mapleson opera company was that 
somewhat familiar Composition of Verdi's 
known as II Trovatore.” If operas are in an 
manner like wine this work of Verdi's mus 
have reached a degree of perfection it would be 
bardtoegual. Yet, old as it is, and familiar as 
are its leading melodies, ite drawing powers are 
still potent, and the popularity of che old has not 
yet yielded to the charms and attractions 
of the new, The gritic may clamor fot some- 
thing fresh, for some relief from the music 
which constant repetition has rendered 
hackneyed, and whose beauties have been 
destroyed by allopathic administration, 
But the people, who after all support the opera, 
are not yet wearied Of their old favorits, and 
the more familiar the Airs the louder the ap- 
plause. Soitis that “Ji Trovatore” still finds 
its place in the repertory of every successive 
opera seasoh, and will undoubtedly continue to 
do so for some time to come. And the theatre 
will probably always be as well filled as was 
McVicker’s last evening, whenever the old name 
is seen upon the evening's ‘progtam. The house 
was avery large one ‘and very demonstrative. 
It is pleasant to record the fact that the en- 
thusiasm and applause of the audience, so oft 
repeated, was weli-merited, and that the 
representation deserves to rank among the best 
ever seen bere. In saying this, memory is 
not unmindful of the many great artists who 
bave in times past interpreted the score of this 
effective work. Nevertheless, for completeness 
in the ensembie, dramatic fervor, and admira- 
ble working up of the climactric effects by the 
soloists, for choral efficiency and strength, and 
for the electric brillianey of the three leading 
artists we still venture to believe that the ren- 
dering of the last two acts of “ Ii Trovatore by 
Mr. Mapleson's company last night will not suf- 
fer by comparison with any that has preceded 
it. he applause was constant, recalls frequent, 
and encdres that could not be denied at least 
three in number. 

The two principal female characters last night 
were intrusted to Mme. Fursch-Madj (Leonora) 
and to Mme. Soalichi (Azucena.) The for- 
mer made ber trst appearance in our 
city, while the latter, since Tuesday night, has 
been no stranger to our lovers of music, and 
bas been accorded general recognition as the 
greatest cootralto this generation hus seen upon 
the lyric stage. Mme. Fursch-Madi’s Leonora 
is a fine example of dramatic singing. The 
newcomer certainly Made an excellent im- 
pression. Her presence on the. stage is in her 
favor, while her dramatic capabilities are be- 
yond those of the majority of sopranos. The 
part is a trying one, yet offers many opportuni- 
ties for the prima don nearly all of which 
were improved by Mme. Fursch- Madt, and her 
“Ditall amor,“ as well as the “D’ Amor suill’ 
ali rosee, were admirably phrased and sung. 
At first the impression she produced was a dis-

The Hlnols Central’s Omaha Line Will 
Probabiy Be Abolished—The North«- 
western and Inineis OC@ntral stil 
Fighting on Seux City Business. 

Mr, J. F. Tucker, General Traffic Manager of 
the Illinois Central, and Mr. J. H. Hiland, Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager of the Chicago, St. Paul & 
Omaha Line, called upon Commissioner Midgley, 
of the Iowa Trunk Line Associagon, to see if 
some arrangement could not be made regarding 
the troubles between the Iowa trunk lines and 
the lines to Omaha via the Lilinois Central and 
the St. Paul & Omaha. During the late North- 
western war the last-named roads formed a line 
to Omaha, and began to compete for the Omaba 
business at cut rates. This line has been taking 
business to Omaha at cut rates ever since, all 
efforts to bring about an adjustment having 
fulied. The Illinois Central's object in com- 
peting for the Omaha business is to compel 
the Northwestern Koad to stop, cutting the 
rates from Sioux City and other points on the 
Iowa Division of the Lilinois Centrul. The lat- 
ter road is witling to stop its competition for 
the Umaba business if the Northwestern win 
stop cutting Sioux City rates. it is 
claimed, the Northwestern refuses to do. Since 
the Lilinois Central line to Omaba was formed, 
the St. Paul & Omaha, the Illinois Central's 
Omaha connection, bas passed into the hands of 
the Northwestern, which can now stop its com- 
petitor from reaching Omaha if it so desires, 
after giving six munthbs’ notice. Such notice, 


ot yet been given by the North- 


probably because the Lilinois Centrat 


is only able to compete on the west- 

bound business, being prevented from com- 

peting for the east-bound business, as under the

The Future Prospects of the Pacific 
Roads—The New Southera Pacific 
Route to New Orleans. 

In an interview with a reporter of the New 
Tork ne, Mr. Charles Crocker, Second 
Vice- ident of the Central Pacific and Presi- 
dent ot the Southern Pacific, made the. follow- 
ing interesting statements regarding the future 
prospects of the Pacific roads: 

“The Southern Pacific route will be opened 
trom San Francisco to New Orleans in a few 
days. By the, 20th we will bave trains — 
but the route may not be thoroughly organi 
before the Ist of February. The reiations be- 
tween the Pacific roads are very harmouious. 
Our new route has been recognized in the pool 
as an important factor in the through business. 
I believe the percentage has been fixed, but that 
is a secondary matter after tne formal recogui- 
tiop of the new route. We expect to build up a 
great deal of new business over tne Southern Pa- 
Cine, There will be a good market in the South 
for the fruits and wines of Catifornia. We also 
expect to carry a great deal of wheat to New 
Orieans for shipment thence to Europe. We 
believe that this business can de carried on 
successfully. There are 2,000,000 tons of 
grain in Southern California for export, and 
that of itself will make ‘a good traffic. We will 
do an excellent business to New Orleans when 
our line is in operation. The time by the South- 
ern route will be considerably less than by the 
Union Pacitie from San Franciseo. Naturally 
there will be some diversion of business from 
the older Paeifie routes tothe pew line. Many 
tourists will take the new route for one Way or 
both ways for the sake of variety. There is con- 
siderable complaint at preseotat the delays 
suffered by mercbapts in California in the re- 
ceipt ot their goods from New York. The trunk 
lines, of course, when they are sheet with 
business will pot let their cars go yond their 
western termini. We do hot propose to have 
any of that trouble. Our Cars will be put 
through without any waits or side-tracking. We 
have already bad applications for the transpor- 
tation of negro laborers from the South to Cali- 
fornia.

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COERCIVE TEETOTALISM OVERTHROWN 
IN IOWA. 

The Supreme Court of the State of lowa 
yesterday rendered a decision declaring the 
prohibitory amendment to the Constitution 
invalid and inoperative. The matter came 
before the court on an appeal from Scott 
County. Shortly after the amendment was 
declared to have gone into effect a firm of 
brewers supplied a load of beer to a saloon- 
keeper in Davenport and presented him with 
a bill fer the amount. The dealer acknow!l- 
edged that he had received the goods, but 
pleaded that the constitutional amendment 
forbade the sale of beer, wine, or ale within 
‘the State, and therefore claimed not to be li- 
able for thie debt. The brewers rejoined that 
the amendment was not in force, inasmuch 
as it had not been adopted in accordance 
with the Constitution. The case, which was 
of course a friendly sult brought for the ex- 
press purpose of testing the coustitutionality 
of the amendment, was tried before the Cir- 
cenit Court at Davenport, when Judge Hayes 
declared the amendment inoperative, and 
gave judament for the brewers. From this 
decision the ‘saloonkeevers appealed, and 
thus the matter got before the Supreme 
Court. : 

Judge Seevers, in delivering the opinion 
of the court, said that the only question 
which they had been called upon to deter- 
mine was Whether tie proceedings in the 
General Assembly in connection with the 
passage of the amendment were in legal 
torm or not. It is provided that constitu- 
tional Amendments must be passed by two 
consecutive Legislatures and then ratified by 
the people. In this case a joint resolu- 
tion was introduced in the Eighteenth 
Assembly and passed by the 
House in regular form. But in the 
Senate a different resolution was substitated, 
and to this substitute the House agreed. 
The Nineteenth General Assembly agreed to 
the proposed amendment, and on June 27, 
1882. it was ratified by the people. But it 
“was claimed, and the court sustained the 
contention, that the amendment upon which 
the people voted differed from that adopted 
in the-Senate of the Eighteenth Assembly as 
to four important words. It was shown 
that the journal of the House of the 
Eighteenth Assembly contained no record 
that the amendment had been passed in 
that body, and did show that what was 
passed by the House differed in form and 
substance from what was adopted by the 
Senate. The court therefore held that a 
fatal error had been comuiitted which could 
not be corrected by the next Legislature, and 
that for this reason the amendment fell to 
the ground. 

The Supreme Court, it will be seen, was 
content to adjudicate the cgse at bar upon 
the simple point raised—the question as to 
whether the forms of law had been complied 
with in the adoption of the amendment. This 
question being answered in the negative the 
case was atan end. That the decision of the

When the amendment 
came before the people, it was carried as a 
matter of course. Tens of thousands who 
neither sympathized with it nor believed in 
the possibility of its enforcement yoted for 
it. Both the Legislatures which adopted it 
having been strongly Republican, the 
Democrats saw an opportunity to 
make partisan capital by throwing 
the responsibility for it upon the 
Republican party. Thousands of them quiet- 
ly voted for the amendment with the idea 
that its passage would be imputed to the 
Add to these the 
thousands who were indifferent, but who 
submittea to the social pressure brought to 
bear upon them by.the coercionists, and the 
adoption of the amendment by the popular 
vote is readily accounted for. That the 
political effect of its passage had not been 
misjudged was demonstrated at the last gen- 
eral election, when the Republican. solidity 
of lowa’s Congressional delegation was 
rudely shattered. 

It is perhaps fortunate for our neighboring 
State that the wisdom of its highest judicial 
body hag interfered to prevent the operation 
of the amendment. Although it technically 
went into effect six months ago, it has been 
a dead-letter so far, for the reason that the 
Legislature had not provided laws to en- 
torce it by ‘penalty. Itis dead now, and it will 
be several years before the opportunity which 
the coercionists have 80, carelesly thrown 
away whi be again within their reach. The 
tide of coercive teefotalism is on the ebb, and 
jt is hardly probable, inwiew of the experi- 
ence of the neighboring State of Kansas, that 
the people of lowa can be again brought 
either to elect Legislatures which will vote 
to submit a prohibitory amendment or to 
adopt one by a popular vote if it should be 
passed by two consecutive General Assem- 
blies. 


. The prohibition agitation in Iowa has done 


much mischief already. It has resulted in 
no substantia! benefit to anybody. The peo- 
ple of the State are to be congratulated that 
through the recklessness of their lawmakers 
they are givén opportunity for full and calm 
reflection, and for reconsideration of the un- 
wise measure that it was intended should 
be incorporated in the organic law. They 
may now see their way clear to the regula- 
tion of the liquor traflic through the adop- 
tion af a high-license law, which can be en-

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THE CHICAGO SALOONKEEPERS AND 
LICENSE LAWS. 

The saloonkeepers cannot agree among 
themselves as to the course to pursue in re- 
gard to the inevitable increase of . licenses. 
The South Side association is opposed to any 
increase whatever, and determined to fight 
it; the others, whoare evidently impressed 
with the earnestness of public determination 
on this subject, have resolved to urge upon 
the Council the adoption of what they call 
the Pennsylvania classification law,” which 
provides a Scale of licenses on the basis of 
gross receipts from drinkers. 

The opposition to all increase beyond the 
paltry $1 per week now paid rests upon the 
theory that the saloons pay enough, which 
everybody knows is bosh, and that they do 
not contribute to the vice, lawiesness, and 
poverty of the community, which the whole 
public knows to be false. The police can trace 
nine-tenths of the crime which comes under 
their notice either directly or indirectly to 
liquor got in the saloons. Most of the cases 
which come before the minor courts for the 
violation of the city ordinances originate in 
the saloons. All cases of drunk and disor- 
derly”’ are furnished by the saloons. The 
footpads and sluggers ply themselves with 
bad whisky to get their courage up to the 
sticking point. Probably 90 per cent of the 
quarrels and fights, some of them resulting 
fatally, grow outof intoxication, which almost 
invariably is due to frequenting liquor-shopa. 
Thieves, gamblers, and vicious characters 
have their headquarters in whisky-shops. 


The saloons encourage idleness and loafing. 


The agents of public and private charities re- 
port that their expenses have been increased 
from 20 to 25 per cent; nearly all of this in- 
crease may be charged to the influence of the 
saloons, for employment has been abundant 
during the last year, and the famill the 
working ciasses would have been pro- 
vided for if earnings had not been Muan- 
dered by millions of dollars in drink, or the 
male members had not lost their places 
through intoxication. It is useless for the 
saloorkeepers to attempt a denial of the uni- 
versal experience that dramselling imposes 


enormous expense upon the community 


which would be saved in the absence of these 
shops. Saloons are tolerated in cities be- 
cause it has been discovered that the effort 
to suppress them is futile, attended with 
greater evils than those incideht to their 
recognized existence; but this is no reason 
why they should not be limited to the 
demands of the drinking classes, which can 
be done best by high license, nor why they 
should not contribute some adequate com- 
pensation for the immense harm they do to 
the morals and pockets of the people, and 
the extra cost they inflict upon municipal 
government. The charge of $1 a week. for 
saloon privileges is utterly tmsufficient to 
limit the number of dramshops, to inspire 
saloonkeepers with a proper sense of re- 
sponsibility, or to yield the city a revenue 
anywhere commensurate with the munici- 
pal expense incurred on their account. 

The plan of Glassifying saloons and taxing 
them in proportion to their gross receipts, as 
proposed by a portion of the saloonkeepers, 
will not prove satisfactory. A tax on gross 
receipts merely holds ont a reward to fraud 
and perjury. In the absence of a minimum 
license fee it is altogether probable that such 
a system of assessment would yield the city 
less revenue than it now collects from the 
saloons at the rate of 8% a year. The busi- 
ness of the saloons as reported to the As- 
sessor would fall off enormously, but it 
would increase according to the police rec- 
ords. Such a tax would extirpate no dis- 
reputable whisky den, sor impose any 
restraint upon saloons either as to 
their management or their character. 
The honest siloonkeepers would pay 
the bulk of the tax, while the die- 
hohest ones would escape almost entirely by 
making false returns, Such a plan would be 
especially acceptable to that class of Saloons 
which it is most desirable te suppress, for the 
keepers Of saloons where thieves, prostitutes, 
and roughs congregate are the very men who 
would falsify their receipts and pay the 
smallest license fves. Besides, this proposi- 
tion is not submitted in the proper spirit; it 
is advanced with the threat that, if not ac- 
cepted, the saloonkeepers will not pay more 
than $52 a year anyway. This is an implica- 
tion of foreible resistance. It is an idle 
threat. If Liinois will re- 
spond te the popular demand by fixing. 
at least $500 as the mimimum license fee 
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The New York machine politicians are still 


‘demanding the head of Collector Robertson, 


and they would like, if they could, the re- 


moval of the whole line of officials in the 


New York Custom-Houge to make room for 
some. of thelr on gang. They are especially 
incensed against Robertson, first, because he 
represents the triumph of the Garfield Ad- 
ministration over the New York machine, 
and, secondly, because he refused to father 
the forgery of his name whereby the State 
Central Committee prepared the way for the 
nominanon of Folger. If they could satisfy 
their longing for revenge by securing the re- 
moval of Robertson they would then en- 
deavor to satisfy their greed for office by 
distributing the other fat Government places 
in New York among the shining lights of a 
faction which has been répudiated by the 


people. To this end they have begun the 


movement on the President by their usual 


methods of deception and fraud; they have 


procured the signatures of prominent busi- 
ness-men of New York to a petition asking 
the appointment of a Mr. Cooper to the 
office of Collector by representing that Mr. 
Robertson’s resignation is alreatly in the 
hands of the President, which is false. 


President Arthur cannot consistently re- 


move Mr. Robertson-without cause. He has 
just affixed his signature to the Civil-Service 
bill, which is designed to protect the subor- 
dinate officers and employés of the Govern- 
ment in the retention of their places during 
good beLavior, The officers of the Govern- 
ment appointed by the President were not 
included in this act simply because it would 
be an unlawful interference with the Presi- 
dent’s constitutional right of appointment to 
impose restrictions upon the higher places. 
But the principle is precisely the same in 
both cases. A President who has approved 
the provisions of the new civil-service 
law has estopped himself in all consistency 
and all dccency from. making arbi- 
trary removals for personal, political, 
or factional: reasons which do not af- 
fect the public interest. Thej mass 
of Republicans throughout the country 
entertain no particular concern for Mr. Rob- 
ertson personally. But he represents in his 
present position a principle which is of the 
highest inxportance to the Republican party 
and to the welfare of the Government serv- 
ice, He was appointed and confirmed in de- 
spite of the hostility of Mr. Conkling and the 
New York machine; his removal without 
cause by: Garfield’s accidental suecessor 
would nullify the victory thus achieved by 
the people over the machine; and it would be 
especially obnoxious to the country at this 
time because it would be in obedience to the 


dictation ef aclique of politicians in New“ 


York who brought defeat upon the Re- 
publican party by their obstinate determi- 
nation torule or ruin. The candidate set up 
by thisclique for Governor of the State, 
though personally liked and respected, was 
beaten by 200,000 votes. If President Arthur 
should now yield to the dictation of this 
clique by removing Robertson or in any other 
way he would exhibita contempt for popu- 
lar sentiment which would damn him polit- 
ically for all future. time, 

It is stated by the faction which aspires to 
control President Arthur in this matter 
that he has given up all hope of securing his 
own nomination and election, but that he is 
ambitious to name his successor, and in or- 
der to be able to do this he wants to place 
men in office whom he can control. If 
Arthur shall proceed upon any such theory 
as this he will go out of the highest office in 
the land in more disgracé than ever followed 
any previous incumbent into retirement, 
The sentiment of the country is overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to the prostitution of Govern- 
ment patronage for personal. ends and to 
every phase of bossism. President Arthur 
has had ample notice of all this, and if he 
shall nevertheless defy and override public 
opinion he will exhibit an indifference to the 
respect of the American people which would 
be surprising in the most abandoned speci- 
men of the ward politician.

DUTY OF 1 CATHOLIC PRIEST- 
00. 


The lecture delivered by Bishop Ireland at 
the Central Music-Hall on Wednesday even- 
ing was a notable plea for temperance, and it 
is to be hoped that the seed has fallen npon 
good ground. The lecture itself was de 
voted mainly to the evils of intemperance, 
the extent of fhe curse, the losses it entails 
upon the country, and the burden which it 
imposes in poor-houses and asylums and 
through crime and poverty. In the Bishop’s 
interview with the representative of Tux 
CuicaGco Tripune he devoted himself more 


particularly to the evils of intemperance as 


they affect the Irish people, and their results, 
which are so palpable that it would be su- 
perfluous to enumerate them. It is much 
more to the point to recognize the presence 


-of this lifelong worker in the eause of tem- 


perance, and to commend to the Irish peo- 
ple of Chicago his counsels and his warnings. 
His last words, Let u be a disgrace for an 
Irishman to keep a saloon and a disgrace 
for an Frishman to enter a saloon,” ought 
to be taken to heart by every Irishman in 
this city, as coming from a prelate who has 
shown his interest in his countrymen in many 
practical ways, and who has made temper- 
ance the labor of his life, convinced that it is 
the real means by which the Irish peopie 
ean be lifted out of the poverty and misery 
which now weigh them down, As the 
Bishop said: ‘The British Government had 
pot done more of injury and injustice to the 


Irish race than the whisky-shops. But for 


the saloonkeepers and the saloons Irish 
landlordism would have been swept off the 
face of the earth twenty-five years ago, and 
lreland would now be a prosperous nation.“ 

In the interview to which we have allud- 
ed Bishop Ireland also said: 
efforts of himself and his clergy were direct- 
ed towards bringing Irish .Catholics within 
the. temperance fold. They were most in 
danger from the sins of intemperance, and, 
as an Irishman (and an Ifish Nationalist, 
which he emphatically declared himself to 
be), he felt that it was a national disgrace that 
so muny Irishmen should be addicted to 
the awful vice of intemperance/’ Here 
we haye the positive testimony of a Roman 
Catholic Bishop, who has made the subject 
a matter of special study, that there is an im- 
perative need for bringing Irish Catholics 
within the temperance fold. To accomplish 
this great work, Bishop Ireland is working 
with too few clerical assistants in a field 
white with the harvest, Are not too many 
of the priests of his church reereant to their 
duty? Why are they net working by his 
side? Have they any ‘moral or religious ex- 
cuse to offer? They certainly cannot plead 
that they must not interfere with the drunken 
practices of the laity. No priesthood in the 
world has so much control over its laity, 80 
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tain his membership in a 


church. 
He is given time to reform, and if he fails to 
abandon his evil practices he is expelled. In 


the Roman Catholic Church, on the other. 
hand, neither the selling nor the drinking of 


liquor causes the of any inember; 
but surely the church should use its power 
te minimize both disgraceful and evil prac- 
Probably there is not a priest in Chicago 
but will acknowledge that intemperance is 
the most terrible evii that attacks the mem- 
bers of his flock, that it is keeping fhem poor 
and wretched, and that it helps to fill jails, 
bridewells, and asyluins from his member- 
ship, And yet whatare the most of them 
doing to prevent it? When havethey warned 
theif people against its evils ?When have they 
demanded of them to be temperate? When 
have they threatened the drunkards with 
spiritual penalties, as they do under other 
circumstances? - Is it fair that good Bishop 
Ireland shall be left to labor alone when 80 
mach might be done for the noble work in 
which he is engaged by the priests? It they 
would join hands with him in hearty, 
earnest effort they could soon break down 
the horrible curse which has done more to 
keep Ireland down than all the years of 


British landlordism. If the priests would do 


their duty they could soon depopulate the 
jails, poor-houses, and asylums of Irishmen; 
they would make the homes of Irishmen 
happy; they would break up the brutality of 
wife-beating; and they would change Irish- 
men into industrious, economical, educated, 
and presperous people, and lift them up and 
emancipate them from the thralldom of 
whisky. They have the power to do this if 
they would unitedly exercise their immense 
spiritual power, and they have before them 
a brilliant exemplar in the Bishop of Minne-

It will be interesting to know what the 
committee meant by this resolution, and by 
what authority the committee proposes to 
cofmmit the next convention to a protective 
tariff. What had the committee to do with 
the tariff question at all? The resolution 
has a significance at this time which cannot 
be mistaken. A commission packed in the 
interests of those Democrats and Republic- 
ans who demand more tariff” and more 
taxation; a Committee of Ways and Means 
packed ih the interest of more“ tariff, 
higher protection, and. increased taxation; 
and a Senate committee of the same general 
character, have presented three tariff bills 
which agree only in the one particular, and 
that is more taxation, and more protection, 
and more tariff. While these bills are pend- 
ing Mn Chandler proposes this resolution 
and the National Committee silently adopts 
it. The “elevating and dignifying the 
American laborer” is nothing more than a 
cant phrase of the lower grade of the monop- 
olists who propose, in the lan guage of Mc- 
Kinley, a “tariff for protection with inci- 
dental revenue.” It is the slang of the silk 
manufacturers who for twenty years have 
had free materials, 00 per cent protection, and 
who pay their workmen the starvation wages 
of $5 per week, or $200 a year. It is the same 
slang which induced the two Senators from 
Maine the other day to Insist that the starch 
mills of that State, which are now protected 
by 114 per cent tax on starch, would be ruined 
if the tax on dextrine (a flour starch) was re- 
duced. It is the senseless vaporing of the 
iron, steel, and quinine monopolists who 
have “ elevated and dignified American la- 
bor“ by reducing its wages under a protect- 
ive tax of 70 to 90 percent to the level of 
meagre subsistence. Does this resolution 
propose to protect and extend home industry 
by increasing the cost of living, by confiscat- 
ing taxation of the necessaries of life for the 
benefit of corporations whose profits on the 
labor of workmen range from 80 to 90 per 
cent? Did the committee, by adopting this 
resolution, propose to exclude from the Re- 
publican party and convention all persons in 
the country who favor the repeal or reduc- 
tion of all taxation in excess of the wants of 
the Government, and the reduction of all 
tariff plunder, and robbery, and extortion ? 
If the committee propose to have the next 
Republican Convention composed only of 
persons who favor the present tariff, or favor 
the enactment of the Tariff bill pro by 
the Senate, the House, or the Tariff Commis- 
sion, then the committee may as well under-

Copies have been left for sig- 
natures at drug-stores, clgar-stands,and hotel- 
counters along the line of State street, and 
the Messrs. Gamble, real-estate agents at 40 
Dearborn street, will furnish oer copies to 
those who desire them. The men who own 
property and those who occupy stores or

Tue way the Tariff Commission “reducea” 
the tax on cotton ties was to increase it from 
36 to 8l per cent. There are six mills in the 
North which manufactyre these iron bands, 
and for their benefit every bale of Southern 
cotton must pay an increase on the present 
tribute-tax. The Atianta (Ga.) Constitution 
wants to know why the interests of these six 
mills are any more to be preferréd than 


those of the cotton-planters of the whole. 


South? It is six corporations against ten 
cotton States. In its indignation at this in- 
crease of more than 100 per cent in the trib- 
ute-tax on cotton ties, the Constitution over- 
looks the fact that it is proposed to “ pro- 
tect” the manufacture of cotton-seed oil. 
To be sure, none of the oil is imported, and 
none can be brought into this country in 
competition with that made in the South, but 
the tax will be a recognition of the right of 
the South to be “protected,” in return for 
which it wilt be expected by the protection 
ists to pay tribute without a murmur to 
Pennsylvania on all its cotton machinery, 
the steel rails with which its new roads are 
laid, its glassware, its quinine. When the 
farmers of Lilinois and lowa complain of the 
high prices these protective taxes make them 
pay the protectionists point out that the same 
tariff levies for their benefit a duty on the 
importation of British wheat into the prairie 
States. So far this admirable argument has 
kept the farmers tolerably quiet. ‘Let the 
planters think on these things. 


An Associated Press dispaten from Mil- 
waukee reveals a new and tnsuspected 
function to be credited to the Western Union 
Telegraph Company.

The 
telegraph wires, we are told, offered no ob- 
struction to the saving of life. The ladders 
raised by the firemen were too short. Per- 
sons who sought for the iron stand-pipe- 
escapes were overwhelmed by the flames be- 
fore they could find where they were. But 
those who had the good sense to throw them- 
selves on to the wire fence strang by the tel- 
egraph company were saved—that is, three 
or four of them were. The logic of these 
facts argues itself. If these wires save life 
it would be wrong to compel the company to 
put them underground. No doubt this ac- 
counts for Mr. Gould’s opposition in New 
York and Chicago to the wish of the public 
to have the wires buried.

were upon them. The Hotchkiss gun was 
1 on a bluff commanding the village.

out and drove in their herd for inspection. 
Little Dog, the Head Chief. was absent in 
the Bear-Paw Mountains hunting, and Capt. 
O’Brien concluded to await his return, as 
but four of the stolen horses were found in 
the hesdq A double guard was plated about 
the camp of the command and the Indians 
warned not to ach. Two parties were sent 
out, neut morning to search the Conlees for 
hidden horses, but found none. That even- 
ing the printipal chiefs were assembled for 
council, and were told they must give up the 
stolen horses or the whole village would be 
taken to the fort. Little Dog replied that all 
the stock would be returned, and ifs the 
young men brought any horses in the 
should be taken to ton. Eight horses in all 
were recovereéad—six stolen from the Judith 
Basin and two from the Gros Ventres. Camp 
was broken on the fifth day, and the com- 
mand marched to the Sandy, thirty miles, 
and on the sixth day reached Assiniboine 
without accident.

Demise Yesterday of Congressman 
Shackelford, of North Carolina

SPLITTING A VILLAGE. 


The Hyde Park Committee on City or- 
ganization Beports Adversely as to a 
City Charter and in Favor of Three 
Villages. 

A meeting of citizens of Hyde Park was 
held last night at the village-hall The 
question of changing the present form of 
government was discussed at some length. 
A repert was received from the Committee 
on City Organization to the effect that the 


proper blanks had been drawn up, and the 
work of circulating them would begin at 
once. The original committee appointed to 
report upon the advisabiljty of changing the 
present form of government presented the 
following: 

A majority of your committee appointed 
to report to a meeting of citizens and tax- 
payers of the Village of Hyde Park in refer- 
ence to the course most expedient to be pur- 
sued respecting the form of local gov- 
ernment respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing: it has become apparent 
and will be conceded by ail who have im- 

artially examined the subject, that Hyde 

ark bas entirely outgrown existing 
form of village organization. This form, 
which answered well when the population 
consisted of 
ONLY A PEW THOUSANDS, 
mostly situated in one end of the village, is 
now manifestly inadequate when the popu- 
lation has increased by tlie springing up of 
two great manufacturing centres in the 
south end to not much less than 30,000; 
The remarkable development of the last two 
or three years has shown plainly that a gov- 
ernment composed only of six Trustees, 
elected on one general ticket which 
does not contemplate or permit | 
representation, is.not only entirely unsuited 
to the present state of things, but will every 
ear become ＋ see adequate to the pub- 
ic needs and still wore liable to unjust 
and extravagant mavagement. Two meth- 
ods are open to the people of 
Hyde Park for changing their form 
of government. The first is by adopting a 
eity organization, which, with the pres- 
ent population, would give seven wards, 
each sending two Aldermen ‘to 
the Council. The question ef adopting 
charter must be voted upon 
people after an election 
purpose shall have deen 
ordered by the Board of Trustees on peti- 
tion of at least one-eighth of the voters at 
the last municipal election. Although the 
people ought to have the privilege of voting 
upon this question, the experience of last 
year has shown thatit may be impossible to 
secure that privilege at the coming spring 
election, even if the requisit number 
of petitions should be presented to the board. 
But, it practicable, is the form of city gov- 
ernment desirable for Hyde Park? it would 
give the advantage of local representation in 
the City Council. But it must be remembered 
that the population is growing very rapidly; 
that the City Couneil would have in its own 
hands the apportionment and increasing of 
the nuinber of wards, and that it would be 
easily possible for a majority of the wards to 
unite and practically 
DISFRANCHISE THE REMAINING WARDS 


in the Council. Experience in Chicago and 
elsewhere has shown that the greater the 
number of Aldermen the greater the danger 
of the formation of and of unjust and 
dishonest government. The interests of va- 
rious portions of Hyde.Park are so diverse 
that there would be an. especial eae hoof 
tion for the Alderman of one locality, 
to combine and secure improvemerits for 
their region at the expense of the rest of 
the city, and a just and harmonious govern- 
ment for the equal benefit of all sections of 
Hyde Park does not seem likely te be at- 
tained by the adoption of a city charter. 

While your committee was at first in- 
clined to favor the adoption of city organi- 
zation as a temporary relief from the neces- 
sary evils and dangers of the present state 
of things, they are now fully satisfied after 
a careful consideration and consultation with 
many of the largest property-owners. and 
best-informed citizens of all sections that the 
change to a city government, if made, would 
quite likely soon prove to be an irreparabie 
calamity to the whole community. When 
onee the city organization was fastened 
upon us and e rapid growth of 
the city had increased the tempta- 
ation to corruption and mismanagement, we 
fear that the experience of other cities would 
be repeated, increased greatly in evil effect 
by the vast area of the new city and the lack 
of harmony, codperation, and similarity of 
interests between its different sections. 

„On the other hand your committee earn- 
estly believe the interest of every por- 
tion of Hyde Park today, and still more so 
looking at the future, points to adivision of 
the village into at least

| Withdrawal of Henry J. Willing 


and Henry Field from the 
Firm. 


Conjectures as to What They Received 
for Their Interests—No New 
Firm Contemplated. 


Tuesday’s Trisune contained a statement 
to the effect that well-grounded rumors were 
in circulanon regarding the withdrawal from 
the firm of Marshall Field & Co. of two of 
the junior partners, Mr. Henry J. Willing 
and Mr. Henry Field, brother of the head of 
the house, and long the representative of 
its interests at Paris.

This includes both his inter- 
est in the firm and his residence on the cor- 
ner of Ontario and Kush streets, It is not 
probable, therefore, that he received more 
than about $900,000 for his share. As is 
stated in the announcement, the partnership 
expired by limitation on the 3ist of De- 
cember, but the final arrangements for the 
buying-out of. Mr. Willing were not com- 
municated until a day or two ago. They 
hung fire for about a week, it is said, on ac- 
count of the insistance of Mr. Field on the 
insertion In the contract of sale of a pro- 
vision specifying that Mr. Willing should not 
o in e wholesale business in hosiery, 
gloves, underwear, or notions, concerning 
which he is understood to be one of the best- 

sted men in the country. Mr. Henry 
Field’s interest in the firm is thought to have 
been smaller than Mr. Willing’s, for, owing 
to ill-health, he has not taken as active a 
part in the concern for some years as any of.

„In a Bessemer steel estabiishment in Bel- 
gium the wages paid are to women 40 cents 
per day, men 60 cents per day, and to engi- 
neers, machinists, and first-class skilled 
workmen from 80 cents to $1 perday. There 
will be a wonderful alteration in the price of 
farmers’ produces provisions, butchers’ 
meat, and in the general cost of living in 
America before workmen will be got to sub- 
mit to any reduction approaching this,”

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was again active. 
The currency orders from the country were re- 
ported heavy, and the local demand for funds 
continues good at the current rates of interest— 
7@8 per cent. The reported business failure in 
London, with liabilities of about $2,000,000, 
tended to depress confidence in Western finan- 
cial circles. So far as known it entails no posi- 
tive loss here, but the effect of such large fail- 
ures isto make business men more conserva- 
tive. 

The clearings of the Chicago banks yesterday 
aggregated $7,600,000, „being $800,000 morejthan 
the total for Wednesday. 

Eastern exchange was quoted weak and lower 
at 25@500 discount per 61,000. 

Foreign exchange was strong, English rates 
being higher. Sterling was quoted at 483 for 
60 days and at 487 on demand: actual rates at 
4824,@490%. Eaogilish documentary at 4604@ 
4444. Continental exchange was quoted as fol- 
lows: Baoters’ francs, 521% and 517%; docu- 
mentary bilis, 526% and 521%; bankers’ marks, 
MAEBMY; mg a ee marks, aN Gt and 4% 
aw. 

Tse New York — market was active yes- 
terday and irreguiar. There was a good deal of 
buying early on outside account, which inciuded 
the filling of a good pumber of Western orders, 
and prices advanced up to about 11 
o'clock. Then there was a reaction, 
which became weakness at noon, the 
deciine being led by Union Pacific. It was sup-

CMA, Jan. 18.—[To the Editor. I —Are not 
the complaints of high prices for the opera 
rather unfounded? In the first place we pay no 
more bere than they do in New York or London, 
and get about the same performance, UCertainly 
itis at least as expensive to give opera here 
and pay traveling expoases, and for a short sea- 
son at that; besides, no manager seems to have 


grown rich out of it. 

But there is another good reason for it—name- 
ly: that we have here no opera-house of any 
size, permitting the attendance ot large audi- 
ences, with room for both bigh and low-priced 
seats, eto. McoVicker’s-which by the way is 
one of the best safest theatres 
I know of—hbolds some 2,000 at the outside. 
Opera should be given, and is given abroad and 
in New York, and even Philadelphia, in houses 
holding 4,000 or upwards, and arranged with 
boxes and stalls for the wealthy and ample 
lower-priced accommoda as well. Then, 
too, there are suitabie cloak and retiring rooms 
and a spacious foyer for halting your carriage. 
Under such circumstances Opera, or fndeed any 
entertainment, becomes a beautiful social event 
to the rich, and also 9722 pleasure to the 
less wealthy. If we bad such a house we should 
not be put off with six nights a year of opera, 
but have a real metropolitan season. 

Now, if there is enough wealth and public 
spirit in Chicago to build another race- course, 

o peed of which, bowever „ cannot be 
greater, surely there should be enough to erect 
un Opera-house such as 1 have described. It 
could be put on low-priced property and bulit 
plainly without.

The facts in the case are so diferent from the 


above that in justice to our reputation ia re- 
gard to our care for our employés we ask 

you will publish the following, sending a re- 
porter to verify it if you desire. 

We ocoupy two separate buildings or double 
stores, Nos. 0 and 42 one store, A and 4 the 
other, on the corner of River and Dock streets: 
also the two upper floors of the double store, 
Noa. 36 and # adjoining on the east. These 
buildings communieate with each other by at 
least one door on eact floor, and in some cases 
by two or three doors. In each of the buildings 
there is a Stairway extending from the ground 
to doors ia the roof. The roofs of the buildings 
adjoining on the east are of the same hight, so 
that persons can readily pass from one to the 
other. 

In case of a fire breaking out in our premises 
during working hours, it could scarcely break 
out io all three buildings at once, and it it shouid 
oceur where the top or the bottom of one stair- 
way was cut off, there are four other safe ave- 
nues of escape—namely: by the other stairways 
to the roof, two openings, Or to the street by 
either of the other stairways. 

In addition to these, there is a brick addition 
in the rear of Nos. #0 to about thirty feet 
high and thirty feet deep. windows of the 
upper stories look out onto the roof of this 
building. in the very improbable event of a 
fire making such headway that all the stair- 
ways in ali che buildings were cut off, the ordi- 
vary light ladders carried by the Fire Depart- 
ment run from the ground to the roof of the 
addition, and thence to the rear windows of the 
upper floors, would afford abundant means of 


escape. 
The Inspector of Buildings meng — our place 
yesterday, and expressed himself Satisfied that, 
with ali the means of exit inside the buildings, 
our employ¢s would pever trust themselves to 
climbing dowu perpendicular ladders outside 
the walls if such were provided.

Reforms tn the Law. 

On10aGo, Jan. 18.— [To the Kditor.)}—I bave 
carefully read and considered the paper by 
“ Vindex” in yesterday's Tutnexx, and also the 
many others which have appeared from time to 
time, They are all sound and suggestive of the 
2 of some radical action, but are de- 

ective in not going at once to root of th 
difficulty. I have been writing for years hoon 
these subjects in the columas of Tur Trisuny, 
but with no more apparent effect than the 
tracks a fly leaves upon a pane of giass. 

To the dozen or more particular reforms de- 
manded in the last lotter of Vindex I could add 
a thousand and then not cover the subject. For 
example, the grand-jury system sbould be ut- 
terly abolished. It is a relic of barbarism, of the 
star Cham bers, and of no earthiy use. Wen a man 
ig accused of crime, arraign him in public bo- 
fore a committing magistrate. Let the evidence 
be taken down and written out. Have both 
sides heard. If the magistrate holds the party, 
let the evidence be sent to the State’s- Attorney, 
and from ft the indictment or information 
drawn. There is no sense lu a one-sided imqui- 
sition ina dark room. The grand-jury system 
is a cumbersome stur biing-blovk and a nui- 
dance. Let it go. The petit-jury syatem wants a 
thorourh renovation. As it existe now it is 
half farce and half fraud. It is safe to say that 
nine-Withs of the civil cases in our courts 
would be better tried and decided by the one 
intelligent man on the bench than by tne twelve 
ignorant men in the box. 

It is preposterous to call upon a number of 
the stupidest and most ignorant men in the com- 
munity to take up and devide compiicated ques- 
tions of law and iact. The Judge couid 
do it ever so much better. Just walk 
into one of our court-rooms and listen to Judge 
Gary read a dosen or more pages of long, in- 
tricate, and complicated instructiors toa set of 
twelve wooden- beaded fellows wbo don't under- 
stand a word he says, and then go and make a 
stump-speech about * The Great Charter, the 
Palladium of Our Liberties,” etc. It may be 
well enough when a man is on trial for his life 
or his liberty to give hima jury trial; but the 
ten thousand petty cases, horse trades, coliec- 
tion suits, and the like trash whicb are drawn 
into our nisi prius courts do not require a jury. 
I would abolish all jury trials—of course, in civil 
actions. If either party wanted a jury let it be 
demanded at the time of pleading and paid for 
by the party demanding it.

coming Chicago the loveliest summer resort of 
the Great West. it will seem to the reader like 
an extravagance of Jules Verné, but it is never- 
theless a simple truth bat I assert when I say 
that we can command the sun to warm Lake 
Michigan at a given point to 7 to 80 degrees at 
sbort notice, will explain: 

Tbe Lincoln Park Commissioners have con- 
structed a shore-protection on the Netherland 
pian, which is very effivient and cheaper than 
other systems. This protection is made of 
brush-mattressed weighted down with stone and 
placed into the water as far from shore as the 
depth of water may permit-and the occasion re- 
quires. 

Being a member of the Lincoln Park Board, I 
paid considerable attention to said protection, 
and have learned by actual observance that the 
water ou the sbore side of the protection was at 
All times warmer than On the east side, and at 
times a difference of more than 10 degrees was 
noticeabie. My attention to this change in the 
temperature of the divided waters was drawa 
by the contractor of the protection, Mr. R. 
Kanters. This change in the temperature 
of the lake water is due to tho exclusion 
of waves inside the protection and the shallow- 
ness of the shore water. The sun will penetrate 
a shallow body of water very quickiy, while 
deeper and agitated water will not feel the in- 
fluence of the sun until late in the season. The 
white sand of the lake shore is a warming me- 
dium, as it attracts the rays of the sun and de- 
tains the heat. Although the water inside the 
protection is comparatively still, it cannot be- 
come stagnant, as a light current is active 
through the brushwork. 

What [ have said in these lines is based on 
personal obserg§tion, and as I flatter myseif 
that I have had Some experience in the matter 
of bathing-establishments in general, my ex- 
planations may 8 of value to parties willing 
to embark inthe enterprise of summer re- 

sorts, and I shall at all times be glad to give such 
information as may advance the much-needed 
luxury of a summer-resort on Lake Michigan. 

In conelusion, 1 would remark that the Cpi- 
eago & Evanston Railroad will run along the 
lake shore, and will give the best facilities for 
rapid transit. Another advantage of the north 
shore is the non-existence of factories an 
wholesome distance from Bridgeport; and Mst, 
but by no means least, is the future lake-shore 
drive, which will extend from Lincoln Park to 
Evanston beyond doubt.

CLEARING UP. 
CULLOM TO RESIGN FEB. 1. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 18.— [Special.] — 
Now that the Senatorial agony is over, and 
most of the outsiders have departed, the 
Senatormakers are disposed to take a rest 
before entering in earnest upon the work of 
lawmaking. No business of any consequence 
can be done until the standing committees 
are organized, and this will not be announced 
until next week. At present interest cen- 
tres solely in their makeup, and in the ap- 
pointments to be made by the new Governor 
when he takes charge of affairs. It is 
said that he has thus far deen in- 
terviewed on behalt of at least 
twenty candidates for three places on the 
Railroad Commission, the best he will have 
to dispose of. Judge- George W. Couch, of 
Chicago, came down today, and his backers 
express the utmost confidence that he will 
be the Chicago member of the board. Others 
express the opinion that ex-Senator Lewis, 
of La Salle, is apt to represent the northern 
part of the State on the board, while a shrewd 
observer, who has been earetully watching 
the situation, predicts tonight that the Mat- 
ter will hang tire for some weeks—tjat 
the different interests in Chicago IL 
be unable to agree upon a man, 
and that the conciusion will finally be 
reathed that Commissioner Bogue has made 
a good official, and had better be retained. 
Mr. Bogue, however, informed Gov. Cullom 
long ago that under no circumstances would 
he bea candidate for reappointment, and 
the Governor has for two months had his 
resignation, to be used whenever he might 
desire. The latest report is that Commis- 
sioner Robinson’s chances for reappoint- 
ment have greatly improved, that he is more 
than likely to be retained, and that Charley 
Strattan will be provided for in some 
other way. ‘lhe importance of the interests 
controlled by this board renders the contest 
for these places a very spirited one, aside 
from the fact that the berths are such desir- 
able ones, and it will doubtless be some 
weeks before thé lucky men are finally de- 
cided upon.

CAMPBELL’S POSITION. 

There is a popular misapprehension in one 
respect of the effect of the coming accéssion 
of Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton to the Governor- 
ship, the general impression being that Sen- 
ator Campbell will succeed to the office of 
Lieutenant-Governor by virtue of his posi- 
tion as President pro tem. of the Senate. As 
a matter of fact the State will have no Lieu- 
tenant-Governor after Hamilton vacates that 
office. ‘This will be no particular hardship 
to the State, however, as the Lieutenant- 
Governor is an entirely unnecessary 
article, except as a prudent provision 
or reserve for a possible emergency. 
Under the construction given to the 
Constitution by the leading lawyers of 
the Legislattwe, Senator Campbell will not 
become Lieutenant-Governor in fact, though 
he will virtually occupy that position, and 
will have the title of Lieutenant-Governor by 
courtesy. The only duties of the Lieutenant- 
Governor are to preside over the Senate and 
succeed to the Governorship in case of a va- 
cancy. Senator Campbell will not only oc- 
cupy that position after Hamilton becomes 
Governor, but a still more desirable one, be- 
cause, in addition to all the privileges of a 
Lieutenant-Governor, he will enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of a Senator as well. 
In the similar case of David 
Davis, the latter draws the salary of Vice- 
President by virtue of his position as Presi- 
dent of the Senate, but Senator Campbell 
will not draw the salary of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, so thatthe State will actually save 
something by the resiguation of Gov. Cullom, 
who today agreed with Gov. Hamilton that 
he would step down and out Feb. 1. There 
will be no special ceremonies growing out of 
the transfer. Gov. Hamilton will formally 
take leave of the Senate, with whien he has 
been connected for six years, and will then 
step down-stairs into the Governor’s office, 
where he will be sworn in by the Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court.

(MILWAUKEE'S HORROR. 


Forty-five Bodies Thus Far Tak- 
en trom the Newhall 
House Ruins. 


A Public Funeral Will Be Held 
Over the Unrecognized 
Remains.

A Grand Jury to Be Called to Make 
a Thorough and Searching 
Investigation. 


Scheller, the Suspected Incendiary, Sup- 
posed to Be Confined in the Dane 
County Jail. 


Mir Wann, Wis., Jan. 18.—[Special.]-- 
When the work at the ruins of the Newhall 
House ended for today the remains of forty- 
five bodies had been taken out, This record 
does not include the finding of individual 
bones or parts of bones; the bodies 
to which they belonged having been entirely 
consumed. It is probable that, counting 
these fragmentary bits, the remains of at 
least fifty of the missing have been recovered. 
The work of search will be ended practically 
by the end of the week. The remains so far 
discovered were removed today from the 
yacant store on Broadway to the city morgue 
on River street. 

WIRE NOTES. 

The Health Commissioner and the Fire- 
Department officials, in the course of their 
investigations as to the means of saving life 
in case of fire in public buildings, will make 
athorough examination of the theatres in 
this city. 

The presentation to Herman Stauss, who 
did heroic work in saving life atthe New- 
hall House fire, will take place at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The gift, a magnificent 
gold watch ahd chain, will be presented by 
members of the Chamber, Gen. Hobart being 
the orator of the occasion. The persons 
saved by Stauss—eleven women and one 
chila—-will-also present him with au album 
containing their pictures. 

It is probable that steps will be taken to 
present some sort of a testimonial to Eu- 
gineer Linehan, who saved ten or twelve 
people by taking them one or two ata time 
down the back stairs in an unconscious con- 


dition. 
It was ascertained today for the first time 


that Capt. Edward Coates, of Pontiac, Mich., 
was not lost in the fire, as has been generally 
supposed. A valuable lot of his articles was 
discovered and his friends mourned him lost. 
Today a letter was received from him dated 


at Watertown, Wis. 

It is thought by some that the remains of a 
large man found in the ruins this forenoon 
was of George Lowry, who occupied a room 
under which the body was found. The per- 
son had evidently died in bed. 

Contributions for the heroes and sufferers 
are coming in from all quarters. At the 
post-oftice this morning $11 collected in small 
amounts was received from a place in Lili- 
nois. 

Bradford J. Kellogg's watch was found in 
the débris at the northeast corner of the 
ruins. it was in bad condition, but the ini- 
tials B. J. K.“ were made out easily. 

A PUBLIC FUNERAL TO BE HELD. 

Acting in compliance with the universal 
sentiment Of the people of this city, the 
committee of citizens, Aldermen, and county 
officials, in whose keeping the care of the 
suffering and the search for the dead has 
been placed, have decided to have a public 
funeral over the unrecognized remains of 
the dead.

A GRAND JURY TO BE CALLED. 

Under the methods of legal procedure in 
this State the calling of a grand jury has 
talleu into disuse, the powers and duties of 
such a body being in the hands of District- 
Attorneos; but tue giavilty of the questious 
arising in connection with tne Newhall 
House fire is so great that were is a general 
desire to have a grand jury called. Inis de- 
sive arises in part trom the fact that the Cor- 
oner’s jury is not made up of meu of sufli- 
ctent prominence and standing in the com- 
munity to make its finding carry much 
weight, and partly from the fact 
that there is a well-defined feeling that in so 
grave a matter the issuance of a wartianut 
based on a suspicion and sworn out by a de- 
tective is not the best precedent for begin- 
hing the trial of a man Whe las stood well in 
the community ali his life on the terrible 
charge of setting fire to the building. A 
grand jury may be called ou by the Criminal 
Court at the request of the District-Atiorney, 
and that official now says that the investiga- 
tion by the Curoner’s jury will be in the 
nature of a formality merely, and 
that the real investization, wil the view of 
ascertaining the origin and character of the 
fire, Whether accidental or incendiary, as 
well as fixing the respdmsibilily for the 
wholesale destruction of lite that attended 
the iire, is to be delegated to a grand jury; 
which is soon to be ordered impapeled by 
Judge Mallory under the statute empower- 
ing him to do so. The ramification of the 
proposed secret investigation will assume 
such a wide range that several weeks must 
elapse after the jury begins its sessions 
before a result can be reached. The 
design of the VDistrict-Attorney is to 
place the responsibility whereit may properly 
belong, not alone upon the incendiary, if in- 
cendiarism is shwn with reasonable clearness, 
but also upon the lessee and owners ot the 
hotel.

THE PENSION SWINDLE. 


A Scorching Letter from an “ Old Vet.” 
Colonel of Volunteers. 

mA. Jan. 15.—[To the Editor.] — Your 
exposure of the shametul cheat known as 
the * pension-roll”’ entitles you to the thanks 
of every patriotic soldier. The glory of the 
Union army is tarnished by the uuprincipled 
raid made by soldiers upon the Treasury; 
not a bold assault with bayonets and guns, 
but a furtive attack made under cover of per- 
jury and lies. As it stands now, every Union 
soldier is prima facie a pension-thief in the 
eyes ot his countrymen; he is at least a 
“suspect,” and the burden of proving inno- 
cénce is thrown upon him. This is unjust, 
for there are thousands of loyal soldiers who, 
having faithfully served their country, scorn 
to plunder it. It is due to them that the 
names of pensioners be published, so that 
the community may know who is on the roll 
and who is not. 

In addition to each pensioner’s name it 
would be a good thing if his battle record 
could be given, for in this way the full di- 
mensions of the pension fraud could be made 
known. That exposure would reveal the dis- 
graceful fact that three-fourths of the num- 
ber on the roll never had any claim what- 
ever upon the country. I have no hesitation 
in saying that after taking out the wounded 
men two-thirds of the remainder never took 
part in any battle whatever. I base my 
opinion upon data which convinces me that 
Jam right. 

1 served in the army from the beginning to 
the end of the War in all the grades from 
Captain to Brigadier-General. Most of the 
time Iwas Colonel of a regiment, and I 
speak literally, not figuratively, when | say 
that nearly every sneak, malingerer, battle- 
dodger, hospital-skilly, and useless deadbeat 
in my command is now on the pension-rolls. 
I have received letters from scores of them 
asking me to sign their papers,“ but I have 
invariably refused. They manage to get 
them signed by somebody, and they get their 
pensions, together with that rascally addi- 
tion known as “arrears.’”’ I am eonf dent 
that every Colonel in the army can testi.y to 
an experience like mine. A Colonel of a reg- 
iment had but one way of getting rid of a 
worthless coward, and that was to ask the 
Surgeon to discharge him for“ disability.”’ 
Little did we dream at that time that this 
very “certificate of disability” would con- 
front us in the future as an invincible vouch- 
er for a pension. 

The pretense that all our aches and pains 
were “contracted in the army is an impa- 
dent imposture. 1 was sick at times in the 
army, ang I got well again, just as I got sick 
and well again in Chicago. 1 was wounded 
occasionally, but hot permanently injured. 
lam now in good health, and yet my ac- 
1 are continually asking me why 

don’t geta pensign. What right have I to 
a pension? The Government paid me for 
my services all it agreed to pay me, and more 
too. 1 got three months’ extra pay when 1 


was mustered out. I need a pension badly 
I have 


enough, but | am well and hearty. 
no claim whatever upon the country. 
Still more monstrous is the proposition to 
nsion all the surviving soldiers of the Mex- 
can war. What for? Ail who had any 
claims upon the Government by reason of 
wounds or other disability have been en- 
sioned already, and the remainder have no 


more right to pensions than the same nttm- | 


ber of other citizens. I was a soldier in the 
Mexican war, and it was nothing but a pic- 
nie. The Government was liberal to us; 
every one of us got three months’ extra pay 
when discharged, and a hundred and sixty 
acres of land. We never dreamed that we 
were entitled to anything more. Besides, of 
the many thousand snrvivors of the Mexican 
war, there are very few whoactually fouent 
in battle. The records will easily prove this. 

Taylor’s last fight was at Buena Vista, 
and he had there less than 5,000 men. Scott's 
last fight was at the City of Mexico, and he 
had about 10,000 men. Those two simall ar- 
mies included nearly all the men who actu- 
ally fought in Mexico, exeepting those who 
had already been killed and wounded in the 
cainpaign and those discharged. Thirty-five 
‘éars has made havoe in their ranks, and it 
is not likely that there are now living 3000 
unpensioned men that actually fought in 
Mexico, and yet there are no doubt 50,000 
men or more who can claim to be soldiers of 
the Mexican war. 

Iwill explain how that can be. We oceu- 
pied the City of Mexico from September, 
1847, to June, 1848. During all that time re- 
inforcements were constantly joining U. 1 
saw whole regiments of volunteers and whole 
companies of regulars arrive fresh from the 
States. 1 don’t know how it was on Taylor's 
line, but | presume it was the same there, 80 
that when we left Mexico our army was 
nearly all new recruits who never fired a 
shot. I think that the ten regiments of new 
regulars raised by the bill of Gen. Cass never 
got into a fight, but I will not be positive on 
this point. Besides all these, there were 
some regiments and thousands of recruits 
who never even went to Mexico at all: add 
to all these the usual per cent of skulkers and 
it becomes nearly certain that in order to

lexico nine other men must receive the 
same reward who never fought at all. it is 
time the pension book was closed; every 
man who was really disabled in the service 
has been pensioned long ago.

A CHECK-RAISER. 


Something About Cushman’s Checkered 
Carecr—A Daweerous Criminal. 

Cushman, the Boston check-raiser, who 
spent Wednesday night at the Harrison 
Street Station, has quite an interesting rec- 
ord. Ile is known all over the country un- 
der different aliases, among which may be 
mentioned Louis L. Torrence, Dr. Torrence, 
George W. Loftus, George C. Fanning, 
George W. Thompson, J. J. Westphal, and a 
number of others. Some six months ago he 
made his appearance in Concord, N. H., 
where he entered the Sumner School of 
Philosophy, representing himself to be 
George W. Cushman, of Evanston, lll. In 
August he deposited a number of checks, all 
of which were genuine, in the Concord 
banks, thus establishing a slight reputation, 
which was of great use to him subsequentiy 
when he presented two checks aggregating 
$670, which were promptly honored,” After 
this little strike, having bled the Concordians 
as much as hedared, he came West, being 
heard of next at the Ohio Medical College at 
Cincinnati.

The Beginning of the Celebrated 
‘Case at Lafayette Favors the 
Defendant, Her Enemy. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., Jan. 18,—|Special.]— 
Before 9 o’clock this morning the Circuit 
Court room was thronged with lawyers and 
citizens, all on the anxious bench and de- 
sirous to be in at the opening of the Gougar- 
Mandler case—a suit that has attracted more 
attention locally and abroad than any action 
ever brought in the history of Lafayette. 
The defense opened with a broadside affi- 
davit alleging a belief that Judge Vinton was 
biased, and asking the appointment of an- 
other Judge, Plaintiff alleged the insuaf- 
ficiency of the ground for a change of 
Judges, and asked that the affidavit be put 
out of court. The lawyers sparred back and 
forth, when finally Judge Viatenm overruled 
the wotion to strike out the affidavit, and 
granted Mandier’s prayer for a change in 
Judge, The plaintiff then asked that a 
portion of the defendant’s affidavit 
be stricken out, alleging that it was irrele- 
vant. The defense raised the point that 
Judge Vinton, being set aside by their am- 
davit, could take no further judicial action 
other than to call a successor. 

it was proposed by the court to call Juage 
La Rue, of the Superior Court, to try the 
case, but the defense announced that La Rue 
was one of their witnesses. Judge Vinton 
suggested that the attorneys agree upon a 
Judge and he would calli him. The defense 
said they would not likely be able to agree 
at all, and therefore no conference was had. 

After some further sparring among the 
lawyers, Judge Vinton decided upon Mon- 
day, Jau. 22, as the day for the case to begin, 
and intimated that he would call Judge 
Charles Gould, of Delphi, if he will serve, 
This the plaintiff will object to. The struck 
jury was called and ordered to report on 
Mohday next. 


BAD MANNERS. 


A Lively Session of the County Hospital 
Committee. . 

The Hospital Committee had a lively ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, and the only ex- 
cuse for its having proved a bloodiess affair 
was that there happened to be a four-foot 
table between Commissioners Albright and 
Knopf. The committee had under consider- 
ation the affidavit of Donnelly, ex-clerk of 
the hospital, in relation to the collection of 
815 by him from a patient which had never 
been accounted for, and he was present to 
defend himself from the aspersions sought 
to be cast upon him, and Warden Dixon was 
also on hand to tell what he knew about the 
matter. 

Donnelly explained that he had received 
from the patient in question about $193; 
that he put it in the safe; that when the pa- 
tient was discharged he turned the money 
over to him, less $15, the priceof his keeping 
which he took a receipt for, and that the $I5 
was put into an envelope and placed in the 
office safe. On the other hand, Warden 
Dixon said he knew nothing about the affair, 
and called the attention of the committee to 
the singular circumstance that Donnelly had 
receipted to the bath-room for the money, 
but had failed to make any entries upon the 
books in his charge to show that the money 
hada ever come into his hands. Further than 
this, he showed that he had been in the 
habit of settling with Donnelly periodically, 
and exhibited a memorandum to the effect that 
he had been given receipts by Donnelly for 
the money paid him, embracing n‘nety-one 
items in a few months, which did not include 
either the $193 or the 815 in question. He 
also exhibited the receipt for the 815, written 
on a sheet of letter-paper instead of on the 
blanks prepared for that purpose, which was 
regarded as significant, especially since sev- 
eral of the Commissioners bad examined the 
books of the institution and were aware of 
the real condition of affairs. 

As soon as both sides of the story had been 
heard Mr. Albright began to

Donnelly’s affidavit was returned to the files 
for further consideration, the purpose being, 
it is understood, to send it to the grand jury 
along with the books of the hospital, and 
have that body pass upon the question of 
whether or not there is or has been anything 
criminal in the transaction. Commissioners 
Senne and Donnersberger have looked care- 
fully into the matter, and most of the other 
members of the board are inclined to take 
Warden Dixon’s side in the fight, but they 
do not want to_prejudice the case one way 
or the other, What they do want, however, 
Is to see an end to the strife at some time, 
and the sooner it comes the better, for as 
hings are running the entire board is being 

pidly brouglit into public contempt.
